Condition of the Frccdiueu. 


The fallowing extracts are from the report 


ef Captain P. Bonested, who was sent into 
Kentucky to examine into the condition of 
the Freedmcn,iind the relations between them 
and the ?-hite population. The scenes nar- 
rated her», occurred near Lexington, Ky. 
TTe know something about the Christian 
Arabs ^rho live in that vicinity ; we were once 
indicted by the grand jury of Lexington for 
protecting a little dwarf negro, that had been 
beat until thera was nothing leu of him. We 
were hunted as a decent people would hunt 
a murderer, ill the while we in were Ken- 
tucky, simply because we dared tell them 
what we tnought of such damnable wicked- 
ness as is narrated below. Such things have 
always been common, b:it there was r,o one 
that dared to make it public. It is true that 
the value of a slave was some protection to 
his life, of which protection he is now de- 
prived : 


"I have classified these outrages as fol- 


lows : 


Twenty-three cases of most severe and 


inhuman beating of men; four of beating 
and shooting; two of robbing and shooting; 
three of robbing ; five men shot and killed ; 
two shot and wounded ; four beaten to death; 
one roasted; three women assaulted and 
ravished ; four women beaten ; two women 
tied up and whipped until insensible; two 
men and thsir families beaten and driven 
from their homes, and their property de- 
stroyed!; two instances of burning of dwell- 
ings anil one of the inmates shot. 


Of these victims twelve men were Union 


soldiers, and three women the wives of Un- 
ion soldiers. 


And yet I regret to say that these cases 


constitute but a portion of the catalogue of 
cruelties. 
I heard of quite a nurr.ier of ad- 


ditioncl cases, but did not succeed in obtain- 
ing the proof, for want of time and proper 
facilities. White uen, however friendly to 
the Freedmen, dislike to make depositions in 
these cases for fear of personal violence. The 
t^nsfr reason influences the black—he is fear- 
ful, tbflid and trembling."
